what caused it," 
Fire 
Chief Harry Jett said of the 
blast. 
Police Chief Je rry Pitts said. 
" There were no deaths." 
The early morning blasl was 
heard lour miles away. 
A customer at a nearby res­ 
taurant said the two night spots 
le\ oled by the blast were open 
for business at the time. 
Frlanger Hospital said it had 
given 13 persons emergency 
treatment, 
releasing all 
but 
one. 
“ There 
was 
fire 
e v e ry ­ 
where." said Patrolman Don 
Weller, one of the first at the 
scene. "The buildings were just 
leveled.” 
“ There were three or four 
people scattered in the street, 
blown out onto the street, blown 
out or carried out,” said Police 
Id. Herbert Parker. 
The fire was contained to four 
buildings hut the flames kept 
emergency workers away from 
the rubble for several hours. 
Fire Chief Harrv Jett said the 
blast cut a 200-foot swath of 
destruction through the area. 
The blast destroyed the Star­ 
light Lounge, the Cactus Club, 
the St. Jam es Baptist Church 
and a barber shop.

Health Care Compromise 


§* 


Eventual enactment of some type of national 
health insurance law is considered inevitable but 
it gives every indication of being one of the 
thorniest issues ever considered bv the U.S. Con­ 
gress. 
Hep Wilbur D. Mills. D-Ark , chairm an of the 
House Ways and t ommittee studying such a bill, 
has reported that his committee is hopelessly 
deadlocked and he sees virtually no chance of 
obtaining passage this year. 
However, at the request of President Ford, 
who has set a health insurance law as one of his 
goaL for 1974, Hep Mills has promised to have 
his staff keep working through the Labor Day 
congressional recess in an effort to produce a 
proposal that has the potential of acceptance by 
the opposing forces. 
I HERE IS general agreement that some kind 
of national insurance protection has become a 
necessity. Medical costs have pyramided so 
rapidly that many people simply cannot afford 
them, particularly if extended illnesses involv­ 
ing lengthy hospitalization are involved. Among 
older citizens, lifetime savings often are wiped 
out by prolonged illnesses and in younger fami­ 
lies such large debts are incurred that it takes 
many years to pay them off 
T he need for relief along those lines is about 
the only thing on which there is agreem ent, 
however Ideological and philosophical concepts 
are so diverse and deep-seated on how to ap­ 
proach the problem that it’s no wonder Rep. 
Mills, temporarily at least, has thrown up his 
hands in despair. 
The proposals vary all the way from the fed­ 
eral government financing the whole program 
through premiums collected by the Social Secur­ 
ity Administration as payroll taxes, the ultra­ 
liberal view, to a bill drafted by the American 
Medical Association several years ago which 
represents the ultraconservative opinion. In that 
plan, called M edicredit, health in su ra n c e 
policies would be purchased from private com­ 
panies with the federal government helping to 
underwrite some of the medical expenses of the 
poor 


In between those two extremes are numerous 
other proposals, none of which has been accept­ 
able to a majority of members on the Ways and 
Means Committee. 
Hep. Mills, a Democrat, has at one time or an­ 
other supported three different versions of 
health insurance legislation, even cosponsoring 
a bill drafted by the Nixon administration and 
now supported by President Ford. 
Even that bill, it appears, is too liberal for 
many conservatives on the Ways and the Means 
Committee. It is not a party fight — Democratic 
conservatives are battling just as fiercely 
against anything that smacks of a government 
takeover of medicine as art* Republicans of the 
sam e persuasion. 
The term is not being used, probably wiselÿ so, 
but the big hangup is that a liberal national 
health insurance law could be the first big step 
down the road to “ socialized medicine ’’ 


W E’LL CONFESS 
that the subject has so 
many ramifications that the boundary between 
free-enterprise medicine and socialized medi­ 
cine has become so indistinct that we no longer 
know where it is. To the purist, we presume 
Medicare and Medicaid could be interpreted as a 
move m the direction of socialization 
We always have been strongly opposed to so­ 
cialized medicine nhilosophically and still are — 
if it means the federal government taking over 
the direction of all health care down to such de­ 
tails as how much money doctors can make, 
where they should practice, what they should 
practice and whom they should treat. 
On the other hand, something has to be done 
and a stand so far to the right that it rules out all 
or mast governmental participation in the alle­ 
viation of burdensome medical costs no longer is 
feasible or practical 
The necessities of the situation are such that 
both conservatives and liberals in Congress are 
going to have to give ground away from long- 
held pastures and find some compromise posi­ 
tion that will make possible the drafting and 
passage of a workable bill. 
Nuclear Club to Grow 
When India joined the exclusive nuclear club 
May 18 with the explosion of a device for “ peace­ 
ful purposes, 
speculation centered on who 
would be the next m em ber 
Argentina was selected by many observers as 
the next nation to join the nuclear bomb group. 
And now it appears that prediction was accurate. 
Although Argentina has not been boasting 
about its nuclear policy for political and military 
reasons, it has been moving step by step toward 
adding nuclear weapons to its arsenal 
ARGENTINA HAS signed an agreement with 
India for an exchange in information on nuclear 
power. That is A rgentina’s assurance that it will 
have the necessary technical information in case 
( a nada balks at providing the bomb know-how 
along with a reactor for a second nuclear power 
plant. 
One plant already is in operation at Atucha and 
• the second is being built at Rio Tercero. The 
Argentines are insisting that raw materials used 
for the new- plant be of the natural type rather 
than the more common enriched uranium. 
Argentina has a sizable supply of uranium and 
does not want to be dependent on the United 
States for the enriched material. 
The plant in operation near Rueños Aires since 
March 20already is producing plutonium. Physi­ 
cists report the country’s plutonium stockpile 
will exceed 2.000 pounds w ithin five years. Since 
Argentine scientists will not need foreign help to 


separate the plutonium, they will be just a short 
step away from the manufacture ot a bomb. 
BRAZIL, TRADITIONAL military enemy of 
Argentina, is watching the nuclear process 
closely. Other nations likewise have a great in­ 
terest in nuclear development 
If the prospect of little nations, nations with 
volatile governments and underdeveloped na­ 
tions having nuclear weapons can’t ja r the super 
powers into developing a sane nuclear policy, we 
don’t know what will 
Beefalo Bill Rides A g a in 
Several North Dakota ranchers are starting a 
new herd of beef critters which they are con­ 
vinced in years to come will supply the meat 
supply problem: Beefalos, hybrid anim als part 
cattle and part buffalo. 
This has been tried before with only fair suc­ 
cess, but the North Dakota men, Dave and Bus­ 
ter Merw in, are confident they are on the right 
track They expect their cows to produce 1,000 
calves in the spring as a result of artificial in­ 
semination. 
Perhaps in time the plains will be black w ith 
the new animals, and a Beefalo Bill w ill win re­ 
nown as a mighty hunter. Oh, yes, the animals 
offer the hope of lower meat prices, as it is 
claimed they will m ature more rapidly than 
cattle and their feed will be grass instead of 
grain. 
White Rats: Our Lifeline 
(In order to permit President 
Ford to have an orderly transi­ 
tion of government. Art Buch- 
wald has gone on vacation. He 
left behind some of his favorite 
columns.) 


The key to m an’s survival on 
earth seems to be the white rat. 
Most experiments being con­ 
ducted these days to see what 
effect our environm ent has on 
hum an beings are first con­ 
ducted on white rats. Only after 
we know what happens to white 
rats will we take any action to 
protect the human race 
Nobody has bothered to find 
out how the rats feel about this. 
In m a n ’s ever<juesting search 
for truth, I visited a large gov­ 
ernm ent laboratory the other 
evening around midnight and 
recorded what the white rats 
were saying to each other.

New Land Rush 


KLAMATH 
FALLS. 
Ore. 
(AP) — Klamath Basin, a roll­ 
ing prairie in the shadow of the 
Cascade Mountains in southern 
Oregon, is the focus of a new 
American land rush 
It has nothing to do with 
farming or precious minerals, 
but with hot water. 
Geologists believe this region 
sits atop one of the ea rth ’s rich­ 
est stores of geothermal ener­ 
gy: vast, subterranean reser­ 
voirs of high-pressure steam 
and hot water capable of spin­ 
ning turbine generators, pro­ 
ducing electricity, powering in­ 
dustry. easing the burden on 
dwindling fossil fuel supplies. 
“ More heat energy lies within 
one mile ol 
the surface in 
southeastern Oregon than in all 
ot A m erica’s oil fields,” said 
Dick Bowen, economic geolo­ 
gist with the Oregon D epart­ 
ment of Geology and Mineral 
Industries. “Of course, we can’t 
recover all of that. But even if 
we could tap 1-lOOOth of it. it 
would be significant 
som e­ 
thing on the order of the North 
»Slope of Alaska.” 
Early this year, after prodd­ 
ing from scientists, industry 
leaders and politicians, the US 
Bureau of I^and M anagement 
began accepting applications 
for leases to explore for geo­ 
therm al energy 
on the vast 
tracts of federal land in its do­ 
main. 
The bureau was deluged. In 
the first four months of 1974. 
bureau regional offices in the 
Western states received 3,508 
geothermal lease applications, 
covering 7,768,776 acres. 
A pplications 
c a m e 
from 
many of the large oil companies 
— 
Mobil, 
Gulf, 
C hevron, 
Phillips. Sun — and dozens of 
sm aller ones. 
Geothermal energy Is nothing 
new in these parts. A hundred 
years ago the Klam ath Indians 
w ere using hot surface springs 
to cook their food and soothe 
arthritic limbs. 
In the early 1920s, crude w ells 
w ere dug and subsurface hot 
w ater was tapped for home 
heating. 
Today, geothermal wells in 
this town of 
16,000 
provide 
clean, and almost cost-free heat 
for some 500 homes, schools 
and businesses along what is 
called the Hot »Springs Belt 
an area ot several square miles 
that outlines a vast hot-water 
reservoir 300 to 400 feet down. 
This is believed to be the most 
extensive use of geothermal 
home heating anywhere. 
The economic >avings of geo­ 
thermal energy, even at the 
fundamental level of direct hot 
w ater heating, can be consider­ 
able: 
F’or 
example, 
Oregon 
In­ 
stitute of Technology , a four- 
year. state owned college on 
the outskirts of Klam ath Falls, 
was ''pending $94.000 a year for 
tieatmg oil Today, on a new. 
larger cam pus heated by geo­ 
thermal well>. the annual heat­ 
ing hill is about $8,000.

The w ater also heats the 
home's tap water in a pipe- 
w ithin-a-pipe arrangem ent that 
eliminates the need for a con­ 
ventional w ater heater, 
Bowen says a new body of 
geophysical theory points to 
two sources of hot water, both 
virtually inexhaustible: natural 
decay of radioactive m aterial 
in the e a rth ’s crust, and friction 
from migrating erustal plates. 
The crust is not the static, 
lifeless shell 
it 
was once 
thought to he, but a dynamic 
system of endlessly shifting 
plates, he says. 
The friction created by this 
movement produces incredible 
am ounts of heat, capable of 
melting the surrounding bed­ 
rock to bubbling liquid that ex­ 
p ands 
a n d 
seeps 
u p w ard 
through faults and fissures. 
This heat, combined with that 
from radioactive decay, is con­ 
ducted upw ard through layers 
of rock. It heats reservoirs of 
ground w ater in its path to 
many times the surface boiling 
point. But the water, under tons 
of geologic pressure, doesn't 
boil. It rem ains liquid. 
A well tapped into such a 
pressurized cham ber of super­ 
heated w ater brings the liquid 
rocketing to the surface like an 
oil gusher. On contact with a t­ 
mospheric pressure, it flashes 
or turns instantly to steam . 
Occasionally, the subterra­ 
nean w ater gets so hot it boils 
thousands of feet down and su r­ 
faces as dry steam , packing 
more pressure and generating 
more power than wet steam 
produced by flashing The dry 
steam converts more readily to 
electricity. 
In either form, natural high- 
pressure steam is a valuable 
resource because it can pro­ 
duce electricity with virtually 
no in te rm e d ia te p rocessing. 
This is what the geothermal 
energy boom is all about. 
Commercial 
generation 
of 
electricity with natural steam 
is not an innovation. A geother­ 
mal plant in I«ardarello, Italy, 
was doing it over 50 years ago. 
But it was not taken seriously. 
T oday, g e o th e rm a l g e n e r­ 
ating plants are operating in 
California, New Zealand, Rus­ 
sia, Japan. »Mexico and Iceland.

Slump Closes 


Plywood Mills 


TACOMA, Wash. 
(A P) — 
Nine plywood mills have closed 
or will close at least temporar­ 
ily and another 25 have cur­ 
tailed production in a cost-price 
squeeze that appears to be 
am 
sweeping the industry. 
Some 2,500 plywood mill em- 
ployes have been thrown out of 
work, most within the past 
week, and another 1,500 are on 
less than a full work week, says 
Bronson Loewis, executive vice 
president of the American 
Plywood Association. 
Lewis and other plywood offi­ 
cials say the reasons for the in- 
dustrywide depression are the 
slump in home building and the 
high price of logs. 
So far, the closures have 
struck primarily at mills in the 
F'acific Northwest, but “ a few 
mills have gone down in the 
South” 
and 
more 
cutbacks 
there are expected, Lewis said 
in an interview Wednesday. 
He said that nationwide ply­ 
wood production is 30 per cent 
below’ normal. 
One of the biggest closures 
involves the worker-owned Ft. 
Vancouver Plywood Co. in Van­ 
couver, Wash. Directors of that 
mill, one of the largest coopera­ 
tive plants in the Northwest, 
voted on Monday to shut down 
on Friday for an indefinite peri­ 
od. laying off 365 employes. 
Lewis and a spokesman for 
the Simpson Timber Co. said 
closures have already halted 
production at Linnton Plywood 
Association, 
Portland, 
Ore ; 
Oregon-Washington 
Plywood 
Co. mills in Garibaldi and Kla 
math Falls. Ore.; Stevenson 
Co-Ply, Stevenson, Wash ; Mul­ 
tnomah Plywood, Multnomah, 
Ore ; and Simpson mills in 
Shelton and McCleary, Wash., 
and Albany, Ore. 
Lewis, who says his Ameri­ 
can Plywood Association repre 
sents 150 of the nation's 190 ply 
wood mills 
says the federal 
government 
is primarily 
to 
blame for the slowdown in 
housing construction. 
“ M> God, if they can go to the 
moon they ought to be able to 
generate enough housing starts 
so they can take off on their 
housing rocket,” he said.

MOSCOW (AP)

Something evidently went 
wrong, though Soviet officials 
were not saying what it was. 
I he flight by cosmonauts 
Gennady Sarafanov and Lev 
Demin lasted only 48 hours, in 
contrast to the 16 days two oth­ 
er cosmonauts w ere up in Soyuz 
14 last month. 
Soyuz 15 also did not link up 
w ith Salyut 3, the orbiting space 
laboratory that the Soyuz 14 
men spent two weeks aboard, 
although initial announcements 
said 
Sarafanov 
and 
Demin 
were continuing the work of the 
earlier crew. 
And the customary reference 
to “ successful completion of the 
mission” was absent from the 
Tass report today on Soyuz 15. 
A further indication that 
something went w rong was the 
landing at night in what Tass 
said was a “ difficult mete­ 
orological situation.” 
The Soviet news agency said 
Soyuz 
15 came down late 
Wednesday night in northern 
Kazakhstan, several hundred 
miles north of the usual landing 
area. Although Tass said this 
was the “ predetermined area,” 
it added: “ The search and re­ 
covery complex ensured in a 
difficult 
meteorological situ­ 
ation speedy detection of the 
descent module and the evac­ 
uation of the cosmonauts.” 


“ Medical examination car­ 
ried out on the landing site has 
shown that Sarafanov and De­ 
min are in good health,” it 
added.

Toys don’t have to he old to he 
collectible, he said. “ Their low 
survival rate is one reason. 
New collectors are turning to 
the mid 20th century toys that 
can still he found in abun­ 
dance." 
A word about reproductions. 
New collectors or speculators 
might he fooled but the ex­ 
perienced collector doesn't 
have any problem, lie advised.

Mechanical banks and toys 
deserve more than just a nod 
Irom the passing scene 
Not only are they marvels ol 
American ingenuity and skill 
but they reflect the times and 
manners of the periods in which 
they were made. 


t his is the opinion of Frank 
Laughlin who owns an ex 
tensive collection of banks and 
toys which date from the 19th 
century. 
“ In 
many 
instances 
they 
were a comment on historical 
events.” he said. 
His collection of banks and 
toys reveal the interest of the 
time — sports, circus, politics. 
Some invoke humor, satire or 
prejudice Others were made 
with a great deal of realism and 
include trains, fire engines, 
carriages 
and 
early 
automobiles. 


Biblical toys such as Jonah 
and the Whale and Noah’s Ark 
were the only 
toys many 
children in religious households 
were allowed to play with on 
Sunday, Laughlin pointed out. 


He 
explained 
that 
the 
collection is classified in three 
divisions 
mechanical banks, 
toys and bell-ringer tovs. 


Most mechanical banks were 
constructed of cast iron which 
is quite heavy. That's why the 
coin depository is usually in a 
pierced or 
lacy 
pattern 
to 
lessen the weight. 
Mechanical banks work with 
such intricate split-second 
timing that they have an almost 
magical quality. For example. 
Uncle Sam with outstretched 
hand stands atop a box. a 
satchel at his side. A coin is 


cast in iron with hand-painted

John says he likes the job. 
among other reasons, “ because 
these people never talk back."

USC Expected to Pass 
More During ‘74 Season 


LOS A N G ELES (AP> - The 
L’niversity of Southern Califor­ 
nia has turned out a long list of 
quality tailbacks. Anthony 
Davis is now a senior, yet 
Coach John McKay says the 
forward pass might carry the 
Trojans to a fourth national 
championship in 12 years. 
The Trojans, who' fell from 
No. 1 to No. 8 in The Associated 
Press college football ranking 
with a 9-2-1 record last season, 
appear to have the horses to 
romp tailback Davis away for 
long gains. 
However, McKay leaves little 
doubt that Pat Haden’s accu­ 
rate, strong right arm will be 
the basis of Southern Cal’s I- 
formation attack in 1974. 
“ Haden will have as good a 
year as we let him have,” said 
McKay of his 6-foot senior 
quarterback. “ He’s a super 
player ... the greatest passer 
I've ever seen. 
“ I thought he should have 
passed more last year, and he 
will pass more’this year,” said 
the coach who had national 
champions in 1962, 1967 and 
1972 
Meantime, McKay expects 
the 5-foot-9 Davis to bounce 
hack from a “ disappointing” 
year in which he gamed 1.112 
yards and scored 15 touch­ 
downs In two seasons, he has 
lushed for 2,303 yards and 
scored 34 touchdowns. 


Still. McKay expects to alter­ 
nate his tailbacks, as he did last 
year when they were all 
healthy. Letterman Allen t a r ­ 
ter is hack, along with javcee 
transfer Ron Jamerson and two

Dw ight Eord and Ron Connors. 
Haden completed 56 per cent 
of 247 passes, 13 lor touch­ 
downs. last season and he com­ 
pleted 21 of 39 Rose Bow I passes 
for 229 in the 42 21 loss to Ohio 
State last Jan 1 
Haden has a hunch of out­ 
standing receivers in Johnny 
McKay, tlie coach’s son. Jim 
Obradovich and Shelton Diggs 
the latter a sophomore who 
hacked up All-American Lynn 
Swann at flanker last season. 
Richard Wood, an All Amen 
can as a sophomore and as a 
junior, returns at linebacker to 
lead a defense loaded with 
starters from last season. 
T a c k le Gary Jeter started last 
season as a freshman 


McKay says he has concen­ 
trated on plugging the middle of 
the I SC defense which Okla­ 
homa exploited in a 7-7 tie and 
Ohio State used to “ embar­ 
rass” the Trojans last New 
Year’s Day, 
“ The greatest improvement 
on our team will be the de­ 
fense,” he said. 
Unlike 
previous 
years, 
McKay doesn’t hesitate to say 
he’s shooting for the national 
championship. The Trojans 
meet Notre Dame Nov. 30 and, 
if the they win the Pac-8 as ex­ 
pected and Ohio State does like­ 
wise in the Big 10, USC will get 
a chance for revenge against 
the Buckeyes in the Rose Bowl.

Alcohol is known to 
make the condition worse dur­ 
ing episodes of these attacks In 


between the clusters ot attacx.s 
it has no affect. 
Note 
the 
term 
«cluster.” 
These are often called cluster 
headaches because the attacks 
come in clusters for a few 
weeks and then may not recur 
for months or even years This 
characteristic of them makes it 
very difficult for the doctor or 
the patient to evaluate various 
treatments. You could have a 
sudden, spontaneous, free pe­ 
riod. It’s just possible that this 
was the reason for your two- 
year vacation from headaches 
rather than the histamine in­ 
jections. No one knows under 
these circumstances. 
These headaches are consid­ 
ered by mast authorities today 
as a variation of "migraine 
headaches." And the treatment 
is essentially the same as that 
used for migraines.
